f I LIKE ARTIME because he 
l broke with Castro not be- 
cause Fidel was a Marxist but 
| because he was a liar. This 
;;was the action of a human 
' being, not an ideologue. When 
ho was still in the Castro 
i’ movement, Artime was a 1 
,! manager in Oriente Province 
{for the government’s national 
"agrarian reform institute. 

| At one point he was' asked 
ito help . mislead Cuban busi- 
nessmen, about the" "people’s • ; 
{stores” that were being or- 
ganized by the" Castroites in 
.the rural districts. The idea 
{was. to reassure the business- 
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men that the stores would be 
limited to the countryside. 
s - But behind this mollifying 
' propaganda there was a plot 
to use the stores as fronts 
both to control the rural zones 
. for communism and, later, to 
• push on into the cities. 
Artime revolted against tho 
duplicity of tho .whole busi- 
ness, and forthwith wrote a 
letter of resignation to Castro. 
"Be sincere with your people, 
Castro,” Artime said. “Tell 
them that all business will be 
, controlled by the state or will 
be forced towards bankruptcy 
because of state competition,” 
As for himself, Artime an- 
nounced to Castro that he re- , 
fused “to lie to the men of 
industry and those who dream 
nf investing in new industry.”
